The largo tree In the meadow near the 


Heaver Dam road is known as the "tramp's 
resort." At most any time a do?.3Ji, or more, 
tramps may be found conjugated there. 
Last nicht aa constuhle Saxtmi was lipht- 
ing the lamps ou Pond street he noticed a 
commotion under the big tree in the meadow. 
Thinking it wan only a scufib among the 
tramps, he paid no paillcular attention to 
iho matter until somebody called to him 
that one uf the tramps had been killed. Be 
immediately went over to the gang and eu- 
teied the crowd alone, in a few minutes, 
however, u number uf citizens, attracted by 
Hit noise, came up. The constable saw that 
uue of thu truiups was ladly wouuded from 
a cut in the arm and was bleeding profusely. 
'1 lie nun who did the cutting was pointed 
out to him ami Saxton airesled him, aud 
Cilled upon the citizens aiound to capture 
the remainder of the rioteis. They were im- 
mediately seized, aud of tho whole gang it it 
believed that only one man and two boys 
escaped. 
The man was secured later iu the 


evening ueai tho IIullow Bridge. As the 
constable and his possu were biiuging their 
prisoneis down to the Tuwa House, two uf 
them got loose aud started to ru u.

Levi Johnson and others c.iplured one of 
them near the eugiue house, and the other 
was recovered on Wood street near the Me- 
thodist cburcii.

Groom, who found that the artery of 
the man's arm was severed. Tho artery was 
taken np, the wound sewed together and 
bandages npplled.

—Doylestown had a terrible scare, last 


Sunday morning. The jail was dlscoveied 
to bo on fire and the improvised fire depart, 
uient of our couuty town witli its anti- 
quated hand engine and rotten hose, turned 
out aud worked heroically to extinguish the 
flames. The Democrat's description of the 
event is as follows : 


" The fire caught in the straw of the sta- 


bles, next the eastern wing of the jail, and 
in a vsry few minutes the whole building 
was ablaze and could not bo saved. There 
was no time lost connecting the engine to 
the lire plug at corner of Court and Broad 
streets, and ths machine was rnanneJ, but 
the hose a rotten one, bursl as' soon as filled 
with water. A stronger hose was now at- 
tached, and with a good deal of labor it was 
carried to the roof of the jail, where a few 
level-headed men had ascended to use it. 
The effort was mainly directed to saving the 
sheriff's residence, in which they were suc- 
cessful, Uut the roof was a eood deal dam- 
aged. The stable, with its contents, in- 
cluding seventy-five bushels of oats, was 
burned to the walls, and the roof of the 
eastern wing of cells, was completely de- 
stroyed down to the masonry of the arches. 
The fire was under control by 8.30, and all 
danger over. In the meantime the furni- 
ture, etc., wore removed from the sheriff's 
residence,aud cairled Into the court house 
yard, and Into the yards of the dwellings 
along Court street, but was not very much 
damaged. From subsequent information 
obtained from a prisoner, your reporter 
learns that the fire was the work of an in- 
cendiary within the jail. The prisoners had 
conspired to Ore the Jail, aud, under cover of 
the fire attempted to escape. The fire was to 
have beeu applied Saturday night, but fear- 
ing they might be victims themselves, the 
conspirators postponed It until 
Sunday 


morning. A blind passage-way, four feet 
wide, runs between the wall of the east 
wing of the jail aud stable, and part of the 
distance they were separated by weather- 
boards. These boards had rotted off at the 
bottom and a little straw from the stable 
had been pushed out into the passage, 
which the cell windows overlook. One of 
the prisoners threw a box of burning 
matches from a cell window down into the 
straw. This was about the time the groom 
went into the stable to look after the horses,

Among lomo rollcs In the State Depart- 


went at Washington, is an account book of 
Washlr-zton'*, which Is quite curious lead- 
Ing, and will give sonic people a different 
Idea of the character of our flrst President 
than it generally entertained t>ji tie general 
public 
The followlrg Is a description of 


the document 


Ibe account book Is, ol course, like all 


the other account books of Washington 
with which the country Is familiar. 
It is a 


Rood sired, brass clasped book, made In 
Louuon. There is not a blot to Its pages, 
and most of It It In bis own handwriting 
Jtcontalns accounts with his overseers, the 
CiutlR estate, his wife's children, and Incl 
dentally throws a strong tide-light in the 
kind of life Washington led when bo tluow 
off the cares and dignities of public station. 
He certainly followed the fashions prevail- 
iiiE in the "Old Dominion." He was a 
large-bodied, strong, bealblir specimen of 
the Squire type of raanlood. lie liked 
good horses and good dogs. He loved to 
ride after foxes and he loved a good horse 
race. Ho was attentive to business, careful 
in details, scrupulous in the management 
of money, but when be bad doue.all that 
prudence and honesty required he gambled 
it "cards and other play,'' just us did every 
good Virginian in those days 


One of the longest accounts In the book U 


with "Cards and Other Play." On one 
page cards, &c , arc debited with (113 losses, 
and on the other side credited with bis win- 
nings. Ho pursued these games of chance 
pretty regularly for the three years through 
which the account runs, but his play was 
marked by very much the same carefulness 
and economy that characterized his house- 
hold expenditures 
He never lost nor won 


large sums and he kept his winnings and 
losings pietty evenly balanced. In the three 
yeais covered by the account he won £72 
2s. and Bd. and lo«t £10 5s.and 9d , leaving 
a balance against "Cards and Other Play" 
of £0 3s. and 3d. 


Much of this gambling was done at Wil- 


liamaburg, while he was attending the 
stormy sessions of the House ot Burgesses 
when he was indulging in iui fierce couten- 
tioni with the Earl of Dunraore. Same- 
times be bad a game w Itb some old frieud 
when be went over toFrederlcksbuig to 
visit bis mother, and there Is a long line of 
credit to oanlt for wlnnlugk at Mount Ver- 
non. Ills fellow-legislators seem to bave 
been belter gamesters than Washington for 
be generally lost at Willtaauburg, where cm 
two occasions, be tot his largest amounts, 
each time the modest amount of £d lOa. 
Ills heaviest winnings were made at the 
Annapolis races in October, 1772. The bal- 
ance In bis favdr after two day's play was 
•£13 7s. He was a constant contributor, 
too, to the neighboring clubs, of winch 
there were a great ruanj, a rubber of whist 
seeming to have established its place even 
then among Ibe Virginia gentry, a place 
whUi It holds to IhU day, as every one fa- 
miliar with Virginia country-life knows. 


Washington, evidently from this account 


book, used to go up to the annual Annapo- 
lis races in a grand way, and while there 
used to spend his money like a gen'leman 
Ho bet on the horses and bet on cards. He 
«eut to Hie theatre and took his friends 
with him, and he apparently enjoyed him- 
self to the full while Mrs. Washington 
stayed at home and dutifully looked aft«i 
nor domestic concerns, 'ilio following is a 
transcript of his account ot expenses at the 
races in October, 1712
